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I fhall next, as ufual,.give an account 
of the money-bills paffed during this fef- 
fion, in purfuance of refolutions of thefe 
two committees: the firlt of which was 
the bill for continuing the annual malt- 
tox; Which was prefented on the 28th 
of November, pafled through both hou- 
jes in comnion ceurle, and received the 
royal aflent on the 16th of December, 
containing acloufe of credit for raifing 
tle full {um of 750,000]. at an intereft 
of 31. per cent. per ann. by loans or ex- 
chequer-bills, and alio a claufe for ma- 
king pood the deficiency of the malt-tax 
for the preceding year. But after this 
bill had been pafled, viz. on the roth of 
March, there was prefented, and read, a 
petition of the feveral merchants, in the 
county of Norfolk, city of Norwich, and 
borough of Great Yarmouth, and in 
Gorlefton in the county of Suffolk, con- 
cerned in the making or exporting malt ; 
reciting the a@ for prohibiting the expor- 
tation of corn or malt; and fetting forth, 
That until the 15th of November lait, 
the petitioners carried on their bufinefs 
ct manufaéturing ordinary barley into a 
fort of malt fit for a foreign market on- 
ly, and had confiderable quantities of 
fuch barley made, and declared, and 
making into malt for exportation; and 
that in the natural courfe of their trade, 
on the faith of former aéts, granting a 
bounty on malt made for exportation, 
they cid buy large quantities of ordinary 
barley, under the price limited by fuch 
aéts, and had already paid all fuch boun- 
ty to the farmers, by giving them a much 
higher price than they otherwife would 
have done, and accordingly manufatu- 
red it into long malt, fit only for a fo- 
reign market; fo that they have no al- 
ternative left, as it mult be exported : 
but had the barley been made into fhort 
malt, they might, on paying the dutv, 
have fold it in any market of G. Britain : 
That the petitioners thus circum{tanced 
matt, on exporting it withowtthe bounty, 
be very preat futferers; aid that the lots 
wowd be too heavy for trem to bear, 
though it was what they could neither 
forefee nor prevent; as the greateft part 
of the faid malt had been aftually hipped 
for exportation, and would have been ex- 
ported before the pafling of the aét, but 
their thips had been ftopped by the em- 
bargo on corn and malt; therefore pray- 
ing the houfe to take the premiffés into 
confideration, and allow the petitioners 
the bounty on the feid malt declared, or 
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made for exportation, and barley fteeped 
and entered at the excile-oftce, to be 
made into malt for exportation, on or 
before the faid 15th of November 1766, 
which fince that time had been, orthere- 
after fhall be, exported; or that the pe- 
Uitioners might bave fuch relief in the 
premifles as to the houle flould feem meet. 

This petition, though not accompanied 
with a recommendation from the crown, 
nor preceded by a petition for leave to 
exhibit a petition, was prefently recei- 
ved ; and, as foon as read, was referred 
to a committee; and a .ommittee being 
accordingly appointed, Mr Charles Town - 
fhend made the report, April 10.; which 
wasthen ordered to lie upon the table; 
but the report being again read May 7. 
it was referred to a committee of the 
whole beuic, where it was next day tuken 
into confideration, and the following re- 
{olution agreed to; which being reported 
on the 11th, was agreed to by the houle, 
Viz. 

‘© That the bounties granted by any 
ats of parliament now in being, upon the 
exportation of corn, be allowed for ail 
malt, declared, or made for exportation, 
and bailey fteeped and entered at the 
excile-office, to be made into malt for 
exportation, on or before the 15th day 
of November lait, which fince that time 
hath been, or fhall be exported.” 

And as loon as this refolution was a- 
greed to, an in{ftruction was ordered to 
the gentlemen appoited to prepare and 
bring ina bill, purfuant to a refolution 
of the ways-and-means committee agreed 
to May 5. for further continuing the a&t 
7° Geo. I. cap. 18. relating to the free 
importation of cochineal and indico, that 
they do make provifion in the faid bill, 
purfuant to the faid refolution. Accor- 
dingiv, a claufe for this purpofe makes 
the principel part of that ad. And ag 
to all that barley that bad been actually 
made into what they call long malt bee 
fore the embargo, the proprietors were 
cettainly intitled to fome relief trom pare 
liament, if their fhips were tlopped by 
the embargo: butif they had no wheat 
or wheat-flour on board, 1 do not fee 
how they could be ftopped by the frit 
empargo, as it related only to fhips, of 
veflels, laden, or tobe laden, with wheat 
or wheat-flour, to be exported to foreign 
markets; andif they had cither of theis 
on board, it was but taking out that 
part of their cargo, and then the thips 
might have proceeded on their voyage, 
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and the owners of that part of the car- 
go would have been intitled to the bDoun- 
ty, if the flips had taried before the pat- 
fing of the att for prohibiting the expor- 
tation of corn. 

The next money-hill that was pafled 
into a law, though late of being brought 
i, Was the bid for granting an aid to his 
Ricjetty by a land-tax, to be raifed in G. 
britain, for the fervice of 1767. Tis 
method for raiGag the fupply was not 
propoied in the connnittee of ways and 
means until the 27th of February; and 
then fomething happened that was very 
extraordinary, and was very different 
from what had happened in that houle 
mi the year Inthe third yeer or 
thereip not George IT. our adminittra- 
tion, in order to gain a httle popularity 
emong the trading part of this nation, 
had propeled, and got pafied, en a¢t for 
repeating the falt-duty, from and after 
the 25ih of December 1730. Accor- 
Cincly, great encemiuns were thereupon 
mace, and, believe, fhucerely mace, 
upon the wifdom and public {pirit of our 
mailers. Butta avery few years the 
in this pres 


true defian of our minilters, 
tenced generous meefure, was mace to 
appear: forin the 5th vear of the fame 
reign, in order to gain a Hittle popularity 
zmong our landholders, the fame mini- 
fters propoted, that the lund-tax for the 
next enfuing year flould be reduced to 
ys. inthe pound; and thet in order to 
make good the deficiency that would be 
thereby cccationed the fupplies for the 
evrrent fervice, the falt-duty fhould be 
revived forthree vearsonly, and 500,cc0}. 
raied by a imortpepe of it. How aid 
cur patriots of thoete days behave upon 
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from our aciminiftration, but the patriots 
propoted reducing tt to 35s., though e. 
very oue knew, that the jupplies necef. 
fary for the current fervice could not be 
provided for, without incroaching upon 
the finking func. Aad as their behaviour 
was ditterent, fo was their fuccefs : for 
1732 the quettion was, upon a divifion, 
caimed againit the patriots by a great 
Najority; but in 1767 it was carried in 
their favour by fuch a majority, that our 
minitters did not think fit to bring it to 
a hew trial upon the report ; conteguent. 
ly the refolution of the committee was a- 
greed to by the houfe; and a bill was or- 
dered to be brought in purfuant thereun- 
to, and ten members were ordered to pres 
pare and bring it in. 

On the 3d of March the bill was pre- 
fented by Mr Cooper 3 when it was read 
afiwit time, and ordered to be read a 
fecond time; after which it  pailcd 
through both houles in common courie, 
with the ufual clsule of credit (interted 
by infiruction) ter raiting by loans, or ex- 
chequer-bills, the fum of 1,500,000]. at 
an interett not exceeding 31. per cent. 
and on the 23dit received the royal aflent. 

Wohiltt our miniiters were confidering 
What land-tax they fhould propofe for the 
enluing year, for upon this fubject they 
very probably at firft diifered among 
the:nfelves, the committee of ways and 
means was adjourned from day to day 
without coming to any refolution, as no 
general {cheme fer raifing the neceflary fup- 
piies couid be formed, until that important 
guettion was determined by parliament. 
And after it was determined, the {aid 
committee relfolved, that tiie charge of the 
militia fhonid be deirayed out of the land 
tay, which was azreed to by the houle on 
lic oth of March, and at the fame ume 
the other vefolution of that committee, 
relating to our annual exchequer-bdilly 
Was epreed to, and a bill ordered to be 
prepared and brougist in wpon the faid ree 
tolutions, by feven members. The bil 
that was prepared relating to the exc lite 
quer-bills, was prefented on the roth of 
Mr Paterion, paticd through both houles 
in common courfe, and received the reve 


alaflent on the 3d of April; 4s it has 
been for fome years a fort of annual bill, 
that muit be patied, and may probably 
continue fo to be for fome years to comes 
becaule it is for the interett of the pubis 
to pav off thofe debts firft that carry 
hishett intere® for thele exchequer-bus 
cre wow inftuch high credit, that 00 
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of them is ever offered to any of the col- 
lectors of our public revenue, even after 
{uch collectors are by law obliged to re- 
ceive them, as they will be by this act af- 
? ter the 6th of April 1768. 

On the 16th of April, as foon as the 
© refolutions of the committee of ways and 
means that day reported were agreed to, 
it was ordered, that a bill, or bills, fhould 
be brought in, upon the faid refolutions ; 
and eight Members were appointed to pre- 
» pare and bring itin. In purfuance of this 
S order, Mr Paterfon, on the 1ft of May, 
| prefented a bill for raifiag a certain fum 
' of money, by way of annuities, and a 
|ottcry attended with annuities, to be 
charged on the finking fund; when the 
bill was read a firft time, and ordered to 
be read a fecond time; after which it 
paled through both houfes in common 
| courfe, and received the roval affent on 
/ the 2oth of May. For though the method 
of raifing money for the public fervice 
by a lottery has always been condemn- 
ed, as being of pernicious confequence, 
net only to the trade and induttry, but 


u'io tothe morals, of the people ; yet this 
bill met with no oppofition in any part of 
its proprefs. Indeed it could not with a- 
by countenance be oppofed by thofe who 
had Leen zealous for reducing the land- 
tay, as that redu€tion made this bill ne- 
celiary: whereas, if the land-tax had 
been continued at gs. in the pound, as 
Wes propoted by ouriminifters, they would 
lave had no oceafion to have borrowed a- 
bove a million, for making good all the 
relolutions of the committee of fupply; 
end that tum might probably have been 
roiled by an annuity-bill at 31. per cent.

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Thus the fooliih long (peeches which 
K. Jaines I. was by his fycoptiants adviled 
to make to his parliaments, aud the vil- 
lanous fermous aad books that were pu- 
bhithed by tome prietts and lawyers, who 
were known to be candidates for court- 
favour, excited in the people both of Eng- 
land and Scotland tuch a chain of privile~ 
ges, as ended in the ruin of that King’s 
fon and fucceffor, and the total fubverfion 
of our conftitution ; and though the roval 
family was rettored, yet that claim has 
left in the minds of many people of this 
kingdom fuch a jealouly ot the conttitu- 
tional preropatives of the crown, as may 
at lait bring this monarchy into the fame 
unfortunate with the preieat monar- 
chy of Poland. 

In turther purfuance of the faid order 
of the 16th of April, and in conieguence 
of other refolutions that day reported and 
agreed to, Mr Peterion, on the rith of 
May, prefented a bill tor pranting to his 
Majefty a fun of money out of the tink- 
ing fund; and tor applying certain mo- 
nies therein mentioned, tor the fervice 
of the vear 1767; and for carrying tothe 
agpregate fund a fum of money which 
hath arilen by the two feveuths excite. 
This bill was then read a firtt Gime, end 
ordered to be read a fecond time; which 
it was on the 20th, and committed: but 
before the houle refolved iticif into the 
faid committee, the committee of the 
whole boule, to whom it had been refer- 
red toconfider further of the preient biph 
price of corn, had, on the isth of June, 
refolved, that his Majelty be impowered, 
with the advice of his privy council, to 
permit the importation of any fort of corn 
or prain, cuty-free, into this kingdom, 
for a longer time than is permitted by a- 
nv act of this feflion of parlament; which 
sefolution being next day reported, and 
apreed to by the boule, ai initiuction 
was thereupon ordered to the faid com- 
mittee, that thev comake provifion in 
the faid bill purfuant to the fuid refolu- 
tion; and as jvoon as the orcer for the 
houle to refolve itfelf into the fard com- 
mittee was the fame day sead, they were 
further inftruéted, to receive a claule ot 
credit, aclaule of appropriation, and a 
clauie for obviating doubts in relation to 
the meeting of coimmnuulioners for putting 
in execution the land-tax act of this 
fron. 

With thefe inftrufions the heufe re- 
folved itfelf inte the { 
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each of thefe infttwGions, was received, 
and added to the bill; und confequently 
the heads of each claufe were added to 
the title of the bill: in which form it 
afterwards patied threngh both houfes in 
commen courle, and received the royal 
afjent at the end of the feflion. 

As to the claufes of credit and appr opri- 
stion, they were in the common and u- 
fual form, therefore I have no occafion 
:o take any farther notice of them ; but 
us to the two other claufes, they were fo 
extraordinary, that I think it neceflary 
to give the reader fome account of them. 
As to the firit, after reciting the ads paf- 
fed at the beginning of this feflion, rela- 
ting to the importation of corn, ec. par- 
ticularly the days to which any fueh im- 
portation was refpectivelv by the faid ads 
to be permitted, duty-free, it proceeds 
thus :— ** And whereas it may, during 
the next rece{s of parliament, be expedi- 
ent to permit the free importation of the 
jeveral articles aforefaid into this king- 
dom, beyond the reipective times by the 
{aid aéts limited, it is therefore enacted, 
That it fhall be lawful for bis Majefty, 
fiom tme to time, during the next recefs, 
hy prociaination, or order in council, pu- 
bithed in the London gazette, to permit 
the free importation of all, or any of the 
articles aforefaid, from his dominions in 
America, for any time, until the rft of 
February 1768; and from: any places in 
Europe ot Africa, for any time until 
twenty days after the commencement of 
the next fefion of parliament; and all 
the faid articles imported by virtue of 
fuch proclamation, or orders, fhall not be 
fubjet to the payment of any fubfidy or 
in/pofition whatloever, and may be allow- 
ed to be cerried coaftwife under the fame 
regulations as the hke articles being the 
growth of thr kingdom. But cue entries 
thereof ihell be mace at the cuftomhoule 
belonging to the port of impertation; cr, 
in default thereol, the fame ihall be liable 
to the duties that were payable upon im- 
portation belore the commencement of 
this feilion.” 386. ] 

This is the fubitance of the firft of 
thefe two additional claufes; and as to 
the fecond, it recites, ** Whereas by the 
act of this lefion, the commil- 
fioners appointed for putting the faid aé& 
in execution, were direéted to meet vpon 
or before the 30th of April laft: bat as 

itimoy have happened, that in fome places 
thew may net have met upen or before 
te obviate any

doubts that might arife thereupon, it jg 
enacted, That it {hall be lawful for the 
faid feveral commifiioners who neglected 
to meet to put the faid a@ in execution | 
upon or before the 3oth of April 
and they ere authorifed and required to F 
meet, with all convenient fpeed, on foc) 
day as they fhall think fit to appoine; | 
and {uch meeting had in parfuance of 
this a¢t, and allo al! meetings which thal! 
have been held after the faid 20th of A. 
pril, and before the pafling of this a@, 
fhall be as effe@tual, as if the fame hag 
been held upon or before the faid day.”

Some account of The NEw Marine In: 
STRUMENTS for obferving Parallel, Ee 
liptic, Lunar, and Middle Difiances be 
tween the Moon and Sun or Stars, and the 
Meridian, Azimuth, and other Diftancts | 
between the fame Luminaries at the fame + 
Inflant, the New Marine Tables and the 
New Marine Sphere to afcertain the Liti- 
tude and Longitude of Places, and particu 
larly of a Ship at Seay which were invent 
ed in the year 1755, fince improved, and 
Models made in the years 1760, 1766, ond 
1767, and Calculations and Computation 
for the Tables begun. By David LYLE, 
A.M. of the university of Clafgow. 


T His gentleman, (who is the author of 
many other ingenious compofitions 
and inventions), in order to determine 
the latitude «nd longitude, and efpeciaily 
of fhips at fea, has propofed two ways; 
the firit by celeftial obfervations, and the 
fecond without thofe obfervations. 

By celeftial objervations he propofed 
and made fome models of inftruments aii 
feveral trials, todetermine the longitude, 
firft, by meaturing ecliptic, Junar, or mid 
dle diftances between the moon and 
or ftars, which have beea propoted by fe ; 
versl authors, but never were there any) 
proper initruments made for the 
by any other perfon for the fea, and by 
meafuring equinoxial or parallel diltanct! 
between the fame luminaries by the fame 
inftruments at the lame inttant; fecone: 
ly, by meafuring the dark or enlightne 
difk of the moon, by another new inftre 
ment of his awn invention: both _ 
were never propoied by any other autho 

For meafnring parallel, ecliptic, 
or middle and meridian or azimuth ¢: 
ftances, Mr Lyle has firft propoled 
made the model of an inftrument en 
fervations at fea, which he calls 4 Mane 
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mealuring the above diftances, fixed to a 
meridian or azimuth arc by a jomnt, with 
two or three /peeula and three iadices for 
mealuring lunar, ec. and meridional or 
azimuth diftances, both at the fame time, 
with a fecondary index or roiler for meatu- 
ring feconds. By thete he unites the lumi - 
nariesin the firftor third {peculum, accor- 
ding as the inftrument is made, and 
thereby has the dittances meatured upon 
the arcs. The inftrument has a pendu- 
lon or plummet properly balanced, to 
keepit perpendicular, for obferving with- 
out a horizon, or an artificial horizon, of 
his own invention. 

For meafuring the fame diftances, and 
for the fame purpofe, he has propoted an- 
other marine inftrument, which he calls 
Tie New Nodurnal, with circles, arcs, 
indices, and a pendulum or pluinmet for 
the ame mealures; and which has this pe- 
culiar and preat advantage, that the lati- 
tuve and Jongrude can certainly and ea- 
fiiy be found at any time when the moon 
and itars about either pole are vitible, 
or can be rendered vifible, whether or no 
any of them be upon the meridian at the 
tine of oblervation. With this inftru- 
meat he brings views of the moon’s image 
into a {peculum in the pole, and views 
the pole-{tar in its proper place near her 
ecpe; and then he has all the neceflary 
nealures Upon the circles and arcs. The 
marine quarter {phere is moft proper for 
obfervations by day, and the new noc- 
turnal for oblervations by night. 

For meafuring the dark or enlightened 
dik of the moon, be has invented an in- 
ffroment which he calls a Selenemeter, and 
Which can be fixed to the marine quarter 
fohere, or new noaurnal, by which he 
iskes off the image of the moon; and by 
enother apparatus, the fines or fines com- 
Piements, Ge. of her dark or eulightned 
ik, in degrees and min. 

The tables he has propoied are fix for 
Jatitudes, one for Jatitudes and lonyi- 
tudes, and eight or nine for longitudes. 

The firft are tables of declinations, re- 
fractions, pole-itar’s place, dc. ; and the 
fecond tables, to find daily, bourly, &c. 
motions and dittances; from which eafy 
Proportions, a few rules, and a few core 
rections or re@ifications, determine the 
longitude and latitude, by obfervations 
“ith lis inttrument, toa iecond, or a- 
Hout 100 feet on the equinox; his in- 
Hroments for the fea being more exa&, 
atic etten more eafy to oblerve with, than 


the inittrament called Hadley’; Quadrant.

Thetfe tables are to be calculated and com. 
puted annually. 

To determine the latitude and longi- 
tude of a fhip at fea, Mr Lyle has propo- 
fed an inftrument which he calls a Ma- 
rine Sphere. This confiits of a globe or 
{iphere, with all the fea-coatts exatly des 
lineated, and fu(pended in a proper flurd, 
or upon cylinders and planes by its axis, 
in fuch a way that the thip’s alleration of 
her pofition in the direction of the earth’s 
radi in failing round it cannot be commus 
nicated to the globe or fphere, and con- 
fequently it will remain in the fame pofi- 
tion with the earth. If therefore the 
fhip’s place in a harbour or road be moved 
to the vertex, or uppermoit point in the 
phere, when the {hip fails, this point 
will move off, and the ihip’s place upon 
the fea be upon the vertex of the {phere, 

All thefe Mr Lyle fays, he propofes to 
finith, and to make the experiments with 
them, as foon as he fhall be enabled to 
be at the neceflary expence. 

With regard to chronometers of every 
kind, Mr Lyle is very doubtful of their 
fuccefs, efpecially meafuring time by fand 
or any other fluid. He has often propor 
fed it, and mentions his having lately 
feen an extract of a letter in our paper, 
concerning fome propofal of a fand-chro- 
nometer; but, for his part, he adds, does 
not well underftand how minutes, and 
much lefs feconds, can be mealured exae 
ly in a voyage of ux months, fuppoting 
the glafles branched, and very accurately 
divided, which he believes has nor yet 
been tried, or any other meature procu- 
red by the motion of the fluid. Lond. Clr.

Mer- 
cury, antimony, and all other alteratives, 
have been long tried, and often found to 
fail, I have alfu tried the belladona, or 
nightfhade; and I find, that after long 
fatiguing the patient by the great drynefs 
which it occafions in the throat, it does 
indeed render the fuppuration more laud- 
able, and check the progre(s of the dif- 
eafe, but it never eticéts the cure, and 
the fick, though they lanpuith a little 
longer, certainly perifl) at laft. The ci- 
cuwta, or hemlock, is a more powerful re- 
medy : but though it has been tuccefsful- 
ly adminiftered im cutaneous diforders, 
though 
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thourhit has refolved fcirrhuies, and as 
th were prepered the body for my topical 
remedy ; vet it bas but rarely cured an 
vicercted cancer, frequently an- 
fuecefsiv! in the bands ot Storck 
himtelt [xxiv. 237.1, as apneers by his 
own account. The toptcal remedy which 
T now effer to the publicis imple, harm- 
Jeis, and eatily to be procured, not oaly 
Ly the rich, but the poor. 

Take carrots frei gathered, (d2acus 
Ciivus), and reduce them to a coarle powe 
der, with arafp fuch as bixsers for 
their bread; foveze out the yuice by pret- 
fing them in vour hand 3 and then warm 
the pulp, etther on a plute, or in ai 
earthea pipkin, and apply it in the man- 
ner of atiuck poultice ; if there are holes 
er holows of any kind, they mutt be fl- 
fed, fo that the poultice may touch the 
wicers in every part; and the whole mutt 
be covered with a napkin very well dried, 
ard a warm. 

This drefing muft be renewed twice in 
every twenty-four hours, taking awav the 
ponltice, and at the fame time wathing 
and cleaning the ulcer with fome lint fa- 
ened to the endof aprobe, or fome other 
prover inflrument, dippedin a warm decoc- 
tionof hemlock, the cievta major fetida. 
This application abates the pain, andina 
fewdavs takes away the loathfome and al- 
moitintupportable fmell, which is the cone 
Nant concomitant of cancerous ulcers the 
fupprration will pradually Ciminifh, and 
inftead of a fanies, and ichorous matter, 
the wourd will difcharge Jancable pus. 
The flate of the patie nt will coniequent- 
ly become more tolerable; and if the re- 
redv produced no ether pood effect. it 
would be well worth attending to. But 
the ule of itis longer continued, the

During the ule of this poultice, fuch 
accidents as frequently fupervene in ulcee 
rous cancers, mutt be treated according 
to their mndications. One of my patients, 
of a lively and choleric difpofition, who 
could mot be pertuaded to follow an exatt 
resumen, very frequently futiered an ac 
cefs of afever, which occationed the pus 
to be adforbed, brought on diarrheas, 
profule and cclliquative fweats, and a 
{pitting : a difcharge from the ulcer alfo 
jupervened fo violent as to wet feveral 
Napkins quite through. Some gentle pur- 
ges, the bark, and lenitives, were the 
only reinedies I had recourte to; and they 
very foon fet all torights. There canbe 
no doubt but that the cure is greatly fa 
cilitated by a proper regimen. 

As this poultice produces an effect fo 
falutary upon ulcers of the mott malig- 
nant kind, it is probable in’ the highett 
degree, that it may be fuccefstully ap- 
plied to ulcers of another fpecies. Toe 
reader will reco!le& that I have told hin, 
this remedy abates the pain, renders U0 
fuppuration laudable, and takes awa’ 
te difagreeable and infeétious fineli whica 
exhales from ulcers of every kind, elpe 
cially thofe of a cancer, very ioon; but 
the cure is a work of time. I have 4p 
plied my poultice more than a year to 
very large cancer, where the tumour was 
extremely hard, before the difeate took 4 
turn that promifed a cure, which howes 
ver was completed at lait. 
Iny remedy would have in the lait ttageo! 
acancer, when the patient is contum 
bv a hectic fever, I cannot tell, having 
never tried it in a cuie. 

It I had had opportunities to make 4 
rreater number experiments, my preient 
to the public might have been more cone 
derable ; but the knowledge which [havé 
slready acquired, T thought it my oY

myfelf, Iam fure IT have not been decei- 
ved by appearances ; and whatever be the

I think that the operation of the poul- 
tice which I recommend, will be greatly 
facilitated, if the patient at the fame time 
takes (mall doles of the extract of hem- 
lock, the night-fhade, tiie bark, or fuch 
other alterant as appears to be indicated 
by the temperament and conttitution of 
the patient, and the nature of the dileafe ; 
for all cancers are not of the fame kind. 
This, however, I have not done mvyfelf, 
that I might obferve with more accuracy, 
and confirm with more certainty, the ef= 
fects of mv poultice. Ihave contented my- 
felf with giving ny patients carrots boiled 
inmilk.

A REMARKABLE JUDGEMENT. 


A Turkith merchant had loft his purfes. 
which contained two hundred pieces of 
gold. He applied to a public cryer, whom 
he ordered to declare, that he would give 
the half of the fum to the finder. It fell 
into the hands of a failor, who chofe ra- 
ther a lawful pain, by accepting the pro- 
poled reward, than to make himlelf guilty 
of theft; for, by an article of the Alcoran, 
he who detains a thing lott, and cried pu- 
blicly,is declared athief. He therefore con- 


felled to the cryer that he bad found the 


puife, and he otfered to reftore it by recei- 
ving the half of what it contained. The 
merchant appeared tnmediately; and, 
though exceedingly glad to find his money, 
he would fain ditengage himfelf from his 
promile; but, not being able fo to do, 
without fome fpecious pretext, he had re- 
courle toa lie. With the two hundred 


| pieces of gold he pretended there was in 


the purfe a precious emerald, which he 
immediately cfked the failor for. The 
failor took Heaven and the Prophet to 
witnels that he had found no emerald ; 
norwithftanding, he was brought before 
the Cadi, and accufed of theft. Whether 
through injuftice, or negleat of weighing 
the matter thoroughly, the judge difchar- 
ged indeed the failor from the crime of 


theft, but, reprinanding bim for having 


loft through his fault a precious jewel, he 
ebliged him to return the two hundred 
pieces of gold to the merchant, without 
receiving any reward. So hard a fentence, 
ruining all at once the hopes and the ho- 
acur of the poor faijor, induced bim to

ter having heard the merchant, he atked 
the cryer what he was ordered to pu- 
bitfh. The cryer having declared inpenu- 
oully, that no mention Was tiade tohun of 
any thing but the two hundred pieces of 
gold, the merchant pleaded, that if he had 
not named the emerald, it was through fear, 
leit tthe purie falling into the hands of 
fome ignorant perion who did not know 
the value of the jewel, be would not 
think of keeping nl, by perceiving that it 
bore 2 great price. On the other hand, 
the failor made oath, that he had found 
only in the perfe the two hundred 
ces of gold. The Vizir, at lalt, pros 
nounced this fentence: ** Forafmuch as 
the merchant bas lott an emerald with 
two hundred pieces of gold, and the fail- 
or {wears, that in the purfe which he 
found, there was noemerald, it is mani- 
fett that the purfe and the gold which the 
fuilor fovnd, are not what the merchant 
has loft; it mutt be another that has lott 
the purfe and gold, Let the merchant 
therefore continue to have his gold and 
his emerald cried, till they are reflored 
to him by fome one who has the fear of 
God. As tothe failor, let him keep for 
forty days the gold he found; and if the 
lofer does not prefent himfelt during that 
term, he may enjoy it as his juft right.’?

T W O fhort pieces herewith fent you, 
feem to merit the public attention 3 
one for moral, the other for commercial 
good, viz. 
Of Relizious Poetry. 

THE ancients, "tis well known, pe- 
nerally compofled in verfe their publica- 
tions both on relipion and laws, and even of 
hiftory. They doubtiefs perceived, that 
this method pives more fcope and pleature 
to the imagination, makes deeper imprel- 
fions on the heart, and is more eafily re- 
tained by the memory. Cf all writings, 
devotional bymns have been moft curr. nt 
from the earleft apes to this. Moles, 
the oldeft writer extant, bas two or three 
of them very jublime: but King David 
was the moft fertile in devout cowpofitions 
of that kind. 

Among the ancient Greeks, Hefied 
gives apeetic fyftem of the religion of 
his country; but the golden verfes of Py- 
thegoras contain a fet of inftructons 
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much lefs fanciful, but more folid and 
ufeful, though too fhort and obicure. 
The learned Hierocles has given in prote 
a clear explanation of thele verfe>, which 
tovether make the beft Pagan (vitem of 
morality, till we come down to Epictetus 
and his commentators. 

The primitive Chriftians of learning 
were too much deprefled by perfecution, 
or emtangled in diiputes about herefies, 
to clevate their thoughts in free poetic 
itrains. The Arabsindeed, and Saracens, 
having the Alcoran for their pattern, fung 
mm thes way of religion and morality; as 
Gid fome monkifh writers among Chri- 
ftians in the dark ages before the refor- 
mation. When this good hght firft ap- 
peared, the fournets of difputation made 
the livelinefs of poetry to be much ne- 
glected or defpifed. Te was not till near 
the revolution that Dryden wrote his 
Hind and Panther ; poetical indeed, and of 
religion; bot with the jir- 
ting metaphylics of that time. In harth- 
er verie, but better fente, the fame poet 
fung of this beit fubject in his Recigio Lai- 
ci. Milton, like Homer, mixed a tyitem 
of his religious opinions with his poem of 
Paradije loft. In that of Paradije regain 
edhe gives a good commentary on a part 
of our Saviour’s hiflory ; as does Prior on 
the Feelefiati:s of Solomoa, in bis piece 
that tile. Pope writes beautitul- 
Jy on the principles of nateral religion in 
his F/Jay on JMlan; and Dr Young vi- 
goroully, on redemption and immortality, 
WD bis Ney fits. 

Rot it was referved for us in this year 
to fee a Chriftian Pythagoras arife, and 
be himfelf the Hierocles to his own ver- 
fes. Timean of a hittle eilav on religion 
and morality publithed at Glafgow which 
pives a mot clear view of the evidences 
and laws of Chriftianity 3 and, the uch 
it wants fome more correction or cookery, 
is furely a piece of folid, wholelome, 
and cheap food for the mind. Now 
for the body.

THis little, but moft mafterly tra&, (ex- 

cept an appendix to the Irifh debates, 
a penuine work of acknowleged merit jutt 
pudlifhed, in which the fame principles 
ure Jaid down, and illufrated upon a 
more extenfive plan), is the only perfor- 
mance ef all thot have been hitherto writ- 
ten and printed upon the fubje@, in 
which there is one word of truth or come 
mon fenie. The author has proved, with 
the utmeft perfpicuity and force, that the 
prelent high price of provifions arifes 
principally from two fources ; the increafe 
of our national debts, and the increate 
of cur riches 3 that is, from the poverty 
of iy public, and the wealth of indivi- 

The caule of the late immenfe in- 
create of our national debt is well known : 
Meny millions were annually borrowed, 
funced, and expended, during the late 
war: to pay the intereft of thefe new 
funds, new taxes were every year im- 
poted, and additional burthens laid on e- 
very comfort, and almoft every necetlary 
of life, which, by former taxes, occa- 
fioned by former wars, were fufficiently 
I aded before. Thefe muft unavoidably 
increale the prices of them ; and that in 
a much greater proportion than is ufually 
uicerftcod : for a duty laid on any com- 
Hoditv, does not only add the value of 
thet duty to the price of that commodity, 
but the cealer in it muft advance the price 
double or treble that fum; for be mutt 
Det only repay hintelf th» original tax, 
but mutt have compentation for his loffes 
n trace by bad vebts, and lols of inte- 
reft by his increafed capital. Befides this, 
every new tax does not only atfeet the 
price of the commodity on which it is 
laid, but that of all others, whether tax- 
ed or not, and with which, at firft fight, 
it feems to have no conneétion. A tax 
on candles mutt raife the price of a coat, 
or a pair of breeches; becaufe, out of 
thefe, all the taxes on the candles of the 
wool-comber, weaver, and the tailor, 
mult be paid. A duty upon ale mutt 
rae the price of thoes, becaufe from 
them all the taxes upon ale drank by the 
tanner, Jeather-feller, and fhoe-maker, 
Which is not a little, muft be refunded. 
No tax is immediately laid upon corn, 


645 


but the price of it muft neceffarily be ad 
vanced, becaufe, out of that, all the in- 
numerable taxes paid by the farmer on 
windows, foap, candles, malt, hops, leae 
ther, falt, and a thoufand others, mutt 
be repaid; fo that corn is as etfe€tually 
taxed, as if a duty by the buthel had 
been primarily laid upon it; for taxes, 
like the various (treams which form a ge- 
neral inundation, by whatever channels 
they feparately find admitlion, unite at laft, 
and overwhelm the whole. The man, 
therefore, who fold fand upon an ats, 
and raifed the price of it during the late 
war, though abufed for an impofition, 
certainly a@ed upon right reafons 
for, though there were no new taxes 
then impofed either on fand or affes, yet 
he found by experience, that from the 
taxes laid on almoft all other things, he 
could neither maintain himfelf, his wife, 
or his afs, as cheap as formerly ; he was 
therefore under a neceflity of advancing 
the price of his fand, out of which alone 
all the taxes which he paid muft be re- 
funded. Thus it is evident, that the 
increafe of taxes muft increale the price 
of every thing, whether taxed or not; 
and that this is one principal caute of the 
prefent extraordinary advance of provie 
fions, and all the neceffaries of life. 
The other great fource of this calami« 
ty is certainly our vaft increale of riches, 
That our riches are amazingly increafed 
within a few years, no one can doubt. 
Whoever will caft his eyes on our public 
works, our roads, ovr bridges, our pave 
ments, and our hofpitals, the prodigious 
extenfion of our capital, and in fome pro- 
portion that of every confiderable town 
in G. Britain; whoever will look into 
the pofléilions and expences of indivi- 
duals, their houfes, furniture, tables, e- 
guipages, parks, gardens, cloaths, plate, 
and jewels, will find every where fuffi- 
cient proofs of this propofition. This 
great increafe of private opulence is une 
doubtedly owing to the very fame cavfe 
which increafed our national debt; the 
enormous expences and unparallelled fuce 
cefs of the fate war; and indeed ver 
much arifes from that very debt itfelf, 
Every million funded is in fact a new cre- 
ation of fo much wealth to individuals, 
both of principal and intereft: for the 
principal being eafily transferable, opes 
rates exaétly as fo much cafh; and the 
intereft, by enabling fo w 
t 
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the commodities on which taxes are laid 
for the payment of it, in a great mea- 
fure produces annua!!y an income to dif- 
charge itfelf. Of alithe enormous fums 
then expended, litt!e, befides the fubfidies 
granted to German princes, was loft to 
the individuals of this country, though 
the whoie was irrecoverably alienated 
from the public : all the reft annually re- 
turning into the pockets of the mer- 
chants, contractors, brokers, and ftock- 
jobbers, enabled them to fend it apain to 
the public on a new mortgage the follow- 
ing year. Every emifiion of paper-credit 
by bank-notes, exchequer and wavy bills, 
fo long as they circulate, anfwers all the 
purpotes of fo much additional gold and 
filer as their value amounts to: if we 
add to thefe the immenfe riches daily 
flowing in fince that period, from our 
commerce, extended over every quarter 
of the globe from the new channels of 
trade opened with America, and the a- 
mazing fums imported from the Eaft In- 
dies, it will not, fure, be difficult to ac- 
@ount for the opulence of the prefent 
times, which hasenabled men to increafe 
their expences, ond carry luxury to a pitch 
unknown to all former ages. 

The trit and moft obvious effet of 
this increaie of money, is the decreale 
ef its value, like that of all other com- 
moc:ties ; for money being but a commo- 
dity, its value mutt be relative, that is, 
depencent on the quantity of itfelf, and 
the quattity of the things to be purcha- 
fed with it. In every country where 
there is preat plenty of provifions, and 
bat little money, there provifions mult 
be cheap ; that is, a great Ceal of them 
will be exchanged for a little meney : on 
the contrary, where there are but little 


Frovifions in proportion to the number of 


confumers, and a great plenty of money, 
er what pales for money, there they 
will inevitably be dear; that is, a great 
deal of money muft be piven to purchale 
them. Thefe eternally fol- 
low their caufes, in all ages and in all 
countries ; and thet they have cone fo,

ment of the laft war; which, could jt 
exactly be computed, would probably be 


found to be in proportion to the increafe 


of its quantity either in real or fiditious 
cafh; and it would alfo appear, that the 
Price of provifions is advanced in the 
fame proportion during the fame period. 

The increale of money does not only 
operate oa the price of provifions by the 
diinution of its own value, but by en- 
abling more people to purchale, and con. 
fequently to confume them; which mutt 
unavoidably likewife increeafe their fcar- 
city, and that mutt fti!] add more to their 
price. Twenty rich families wili confume 
ten times as much nicat, bread, butter, 
foap, and candles, as twenty poor fami 
lies confifting of the fame number; and 
the prices of all thefe roult certainly rile 
in proportion to the demand. This ef- 
feét of the increafe of wealth is very vie 
fible in the northern parts of this ifland; 
the inuabitants of which having of late 
acquired riches by the introcuétion of 
trade, manufactures, and tillage, can 
now well afford to eat roaft beef, and 
therefore confume much of thoie cattle 
with which they were formerly glad to 
fepply us; and will not part with the ref, 
but at prices greatly advanced. The cons 
fumption of every thing is allo amazinge 
ly increafed from the increafe of wealth 
in our metropolis, and indeed in every 
corner of this kingdom; and as the man- 
ner of living, throughout all ranks and 
conditions of men, is amazingly altered, 
the value cf our money is decreated by 
its quantity, eur confumption increafed 
by univerfal luxury, and the fupplies 
which we ufed to receive from poorer 
countries, now alfo grown rich, greatly 
diminifhed, the prefent exorbitant price 
of all the necedlaries of life may be rea 
dily accounted for, witiout having re 
courfe to forettallers, regraters, enprofl- 
ers, monopolizers, higlers, badgers, boun- 
ties, poft-chaifes, turnpike-roads, 
larping of farms, and the extenfion © 
the metropolis, with all that ridices 
catalogue of caufes which have been a 
figned by effay-writers to this evil, 2° 
frequently adopted by the abfurdity © 
their readers. How far all or any : 
thefe have accidentally, collaterallyy 
locally, contributed to augment the ssi 
of provifions, is not of much er 
to enquire; becaufe whatever may a 
been their effells, they could 
at all, had they not been aflilted dy 
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fr(t and great caufe, the increafe of tax- 
es, and the increafe of riches. 

The author proceeds to obferve, that 
although the price of provifions is at pre- 
fent very high, they cannot with proprie- 
ty be {aid to be dear. Nothing is pro- 
perly dear, except iome commodity which, 
either from real or fi@titious fearcity, 
hears a higher price than other things in 
the {ame countrv, at the fame time. In 
the regan of Henry II. the value of mo- 
rey was about fifteen times greater than 
in the prefent age, and a penny then 
would go as far at market, as fifteen 
pence now: but it dors not follow, that 
things at market are dearer now than 
they were then; becaufe now fifteen 
pence are earned with the fame labour as 
was then neceffary to earn a penny. It 
is certainly therefore improper to fay, 
that provifions are dear; but we fhould 
rather affirm, what is the real fat, that 
money is cheap. 

This cheapnefs of money in its confe- 
quences affects different conditions of men 
in avery diferent manner. To fome it 
operates exa@tly in the fame manner as 
real dearnefs and fcarcity, at the fame 
time that to others it gives confiderable 
advantages. All thofe who fubfiit on fet- 
tled ftipends mutt inevitably be ruined 
by it: merchants, and traders of all 
kinds, are greatly benefited; but the la- 
bourer and the land-owner are moft 
grievoufly oppreffed. Thofe who fubfiit 
on fettled {tipends muft be ruined; be- 
caufe, if their incomes cannot be advan- 
ced in proportion to the decreafe of the 
value of money, and the confequent in- 
creale of the prices of every thing elle, 
the fame nominal fum affording afiluence 
im one age, will not prevent {tarving in 
another; of which we have numerous 
examples in our {chools, colleges, alms- 
houfer, and other charitable foundations. 
Merchants and traders are conftantly 
Rainers by it; becaufe they can always 
rae the prices of whatever they deal in, 
fafter than the value of money decreafes : 
but the labourer, having nothing to fub- 
filton but his daily work, muft ever be 
behind-hand in advancing the price of 
his labour ; becaufe he is not able to wait 
till it acquires its due proportion of va- 
lue, and therefore by it he mutt fuffer 
extremely. The land-owner likewife 


cannot raife his rents in any proportion 
_to the fall of the value of money ; becaule 
the charges of cultivation, the family- 
expences of the occupiers, and the main- 
‘enance of an increafing poor, burthens 


infeparable from his Jand, muft all rife in 
proportion to that fall; and thefe muft 
perpetually retard his progrefs. The 
price of labour and of land muft by dee 
grees advance, as money decreafes in va- 
lue; as thefe are the that will 
feel its effets, the labourer muft, in the 
mean time, be miferably pinched, and 
the land-owner dreadfully impoverifhed 
bv it. 

Public poverty and private opulence, 
under which we now fuffer, is the fatal 
dife fe which has put a period to all the 
greate(t and mott flourifhing empires of 
the world: and an ctletual remedy for it 
is vet a fecret. No acquifition of foreign 
wealth can be etF-ctual for this purpofe ¢ 
was our whole national debt to be at once 
paid off, by the introduétion of all the 
treafures of the eaft, it would but acce- 
lerate our deftruétion ; for fuch a vaft and 
fudden influx of riches would fo enhance 
our expences, and decreafe the value of 
money, that we fhould at once be overs 
whelmned with luxury and want. The 
moft concife method of cure would be, 
to take fuperabundant wealth from indi- 
viduals, and with it difcharge the debts 
of the public. But here juitice, liberty, 
andlaw, would ob{truét our progrefs withine 
furmountable difficulties. Whoever there- 
fore would attempt this falutary but ar- 
duous undertaking, muft begin by gradu- 
ally paying off that debt, not only by cee 
conomy, but by the mott avaricious 
fimony, and, as far as potlible, by nar- 
rowing thofe channels through which ri- 
ches have flowed in fuch torrents into the 
pockets of private men: he muft be deaf 
to all mercantile application for opening 
new inlets of commerce at the public exe 
pence: he mutt boldly refilt all propofi- 
tions for fettling new colonies upon par- 
liamentary eftimates ; and mo({t carefully 
avoid entering into new wars: in fhort, 
he mult obftinately refule to add one hun- 
dred thoufand pound to the national debt, 
though by that means millions could be 
introduced through the hands of individu- 
als. How far thefe meafures are pradis 
cable, or confiftent with the honour, digni- 
ty, or even advantage of this country in 
other refpects, I cannot determine ; but 
this I will venture to affirm, that by ne 
others this calamity, fo loudly and fo juft- 
ly at this time complained of, can ever 
be redrefied. 

Projectors every day told forth fcehemes 
unintelligible and impracticable; for not 
executing which, government is arraigne 
cu; the iguorant fupport them, the fac- 
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tious make ufe of them, .and oppofitions, 
knowing what it is to be hungry, pathe- 
tically bewail the miferies of the poor. The 
dowager at the quadrille-table inveighs 
loudly againft the cruelty of parliament, 
for dilregarding the voice of the people, 
and {utfering provifions to continue at fo 
exorbitant a price; calls a king; and if 
fhe happens to be beaited, grows more 
outrageous againft the miniftry; while 
the filent old general, her unfortunate 
partner, in three fentences recommends 
military execution on all butchers, ba- 
kers, poulterers, and fiflimongers, as the 
moft equitable and moft etfeétual remedy. 
Were thefe impertinencies produétive of 
no michief, they would be only ridicu- 
Jous, and unwerthy of a ferious confuta- 
tion : but as they tend to deceive, to dif- 
appoint, and to exafperate the minds of 
the vulgar, and to leave thofe of twyeir 
betters dilcontented, and diflatified with 
government; whatever fhall explain the 
true and fundamental! caufes of this cala- 
mity to the people, and give fome check 
to the nontenfe which is every where 
written, talked, and propagated on this 
fubject, is an attempt which may render 
great and important fervice both to the 
focial and the political world. 

This fervice he that has now given an 
account of the tract which recomends it, 
has always attempted, in converfation, 
though not in print, whenever an oppor- 
tunity offered ; and has been often bla- 
med, and perhaps juftly, for the contempt 
and indignation which he has fometimes 
exprefied at the fenfeleis gabble of per- 
tinacious opponents. Nothing has a ttrong- 
er claim to pity than folly; yet, unfor- 
tunately, nothing, on fome occafions, 
more powerfully provokes anger. G.

The virtues 
of the plant or fhrub from which this de- 
licate tea is gathered, were firft difcover- 
ed by the Aborigines, and from them 
the Canadians learned them. It foon be- 
came into fuch repute, that quantities 
were fent to France; where, it is faid, 
it was foon in fuch demand, as alarmed 
the French Eatt-India company, and 
procured an ordinance prohibiting the im- 
portation of any more on the pain of death. 
So httle do fome politicians regard the 
heaith, or even the life of man, when 
either of them appear to be incompatible 
With their particular interefts, views, 
and proje&s. Before the ceflion of Ca- 
nada to G. Britain, we knew little or 
nothing of this meft excellent herb: but 
fince that we have been tauplit to find it 
growing onevery hill and dale, between 
the lat. 40. and 60. It is to be found all 
over New England in great plenty, and 
that of the beft quality, particularly on 
the banks of Penobfcot, Kennebeck, 
Nichewannock, and Merrimac. Immenfe 
quantities may be found on the moun- 
tains near the preat lakes.” 

** London, Dec. 17. It is aflured, that 
the late extraordinary refolutions of a 
town-meeting at Bofton, New England, 
were the laft efforts of a dying faction; 
that the inhabitants in general, both of 
that town and of the province, wholly 
dilapprove of thole proceedings, and are 
perfectly eafy, and fatisfied with the 
mealures taken here.”

To juttify: the 
truth of this oblervation, we need only 
to aflure you, that twenty vears ago there 
were nol twenty taxable perfons within 
the limits of the county of Orange, in 
which there are now four thoufund tax- 
able. The increefe of inhabitants, and 
flourifhing flate, of the other adjoining 
back counties, are no lefs aftont{hing.” 

“© London, Dec. 15. A letter received 
by a pentleman at Edinburgh trom Ciars 
leftown, South Carolina, dated O%. 2. in- 
forms, that a body of thirty-four Cherokee 
Indians, (who came down as an efcort to 
the Governor of South Carolina, who had 
been there laft f{unmer, fixing the boundi 
ries of the Indian land:), on their recarn 
home, were attacked by a body of the 
Shawanefe Indians, who were at war with 
them, and upon the look-out for their re- 
turn. After a (mart engagement, the 
Cherokees, having killed a vreat number 
of their enemies, were at lalt overpower- 
ed by fuperior force, who killed and 
{calped the whole party, except one, whe 
elcaped wounded.” 

Georgia, Oct. 13. The fuperintend- 
ent arrived here the The aitair 
at St Mary’s river [603] was not quite to 
bad as reported.

ing lis duty to his country. 

Nor will it avail the petitioner to fay, 
as he alfo dors, that it is e//ential to the 
exifience of parliament, that no reflraint be 
daid upon a members perfon, unle/s the 
Safety of the Mate, ov of individuals, necef- 
Jarily require it; for beth the lafety of 
the flate and of individuals necefiarily 
require, that cflenders egainft the laws 
of their country be broug!t to juftice. 
Iniere/? reipublice, thet crimes do not 
temein unpunithed ; and individuals can- 
not be fafe in the enjoyment of apy right 
they have, if the laws, under the protec- 

tion of which they live, and which are 
the birth ripbt of every fubje&, are not 
executed for the pun.fhment, im order to 
the reprefiion, of ciimes. The attend- 
ance cf a member of parhiemert, lying 
under a lepal acculation of a high ermme, 
Which he does not fo much as deny, and 
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for which he refufes to take his trial, 
cannot be very protitable to the fate: 
but, as as it mutt be very advantapeons 
to himfalf, that he be foon made clean, 
fo it mult be highly uleful to the public, 
that if he is guilty, he be, without de- 
lay, proved to be unworthy of fo bigh a 
ftation, and fo preat a truth. 

The general anfwer, therefore, to the 
grounds of this petition, is, That privi- 
lege of partiainent does not at ail extend 
to any crimmmal cafe whatever, This is 
an idea which mutt be native even to 
thofe ace not very converfant with 
the parliamentary do&rine, or debates 
upon privilege, as founded on the gene- 
ral principles of law, and the notions of 
common fenfe. A privilege to commit 
crimes with impunity is a tteange privi- 
lege. A privilege to di/adle the law, and 
deprive the fubjeGts of the fecurity ari- 
fing from the Ipeedy trial and punidlinent 
of crimes, cannot be a deyal privilege. 
Crimes endanger the fate; and a pro- 
tection apainit the punifiment of them 
caunot be the privilege of parliament, 
which is the bulwark and defence of the 
tate. [xxvi. 

The retpondents would perhaps do 
wrong, if they profefied themielves able 
to enter into a difcuflion of the nature 
and extent of privilege of pariiament, in 
all the involutions of its fyfiem. Parlia- 
ment chufes to keep thote matters in their 
oun hands. It is generaliy fend to be 
the Janguapge in parliament, that they 
will not futler courts of law to judpe of 
their privilege. The authorties upon 
which privilege can be ditcutied or deba- 
ted are not in the municipal law-books, 
or ufually within reach of thole who 
praétife in courts of law 3 and it fhould 
feem to be neceffary for a privileged cale 
to be weli known and under/tood, before 
the common courfe of joftice, and the 
law of the land, be impeded upon fuch a 
pretext. it muft therefore lie upon hin 
who makes the plea of privilege, to muke 
his cate cut, by proper authorities for 
proving, that privilege extends to the 
inatter in which the plea is orfered.

From the manner in which the colony.

It is pof- 
fible, that a prince of a contrary com- 
plexion and principles may hereafter 
fway the fceptre of this country; and 
what can hinder fuch a prince from ma- 
king a wicked ule of this increafed pre- 
rogative? Burnet jays, upon Q. Anne’s 
creating twelve new peers to cairy the 
job of the peace of Utrecht, ** though 
no body could cifpute the power of the 
crown to create thofe peers, yet fuch an 
extraordinary exertion of the prerogative 
was regarded by the people as dangerous 
to the happine's and interefts of the 
kingdom.” And fo in fa& it proved: 
for, a few days after the introduétion of 
thofe Lords into the upper houfe, the 
court carried a queftion by the majority 
of them only. The minifters then ven- 
tured upon making that infamous peace 
which fo immediately fucceeded. In a 
like manner ought we to regard, and to 
be alarmed at, an increafe of places, as 
being liable, in bad hands, to equal mif- 
chiefs and abufes. 

To the manner of this new appoint- 
ment of a third fecretary of ftate there 
are two objedtions. One is, the increafe 
thereby made to the power of the crown; 
which has been juft mentioned: the o- 
ther is, the expence it will be to the pu- 
blic; for, being an entire new office, 
there muft, of courfe, be a new etta- 
blithment for it, which will amount to 
no incontiderable fum annually.

Queen-dowager, to be openly and dif- 
tinctly read in court, as the fame are en- 
tered, in the words aforefaid, in the 
Council-book. And the Lords and La- 
dies, and other perlons who made the 
refpective cepofitions aforefaid, being pre- 
fent in court, were fworn again; and 
having heard their feveral depofitions dif- 
tinétly read in the words aforefaid, and 
being teverally interrogated by the court 
to the truth thereof, they all upon their 
Oaths afhrmed their refpective depofitions 
to be true; and did lkewife depofe, 
(except fome few, who came in late to 
the Council-chamber, or fome who {tood 
at too great a diltance), that they heard 
his Majetty, and her Majefty the Queen- 
dowager, make the feveral declarations 
aforefaid ; and that the fame, as they had 
been read, were truly entered, as they 
did believe, in the Council-book, accor- 
ding to the fenfe, intent, and meening, 
of what his Majefty the King, and her 
Majeity the Queen-dowager, did then 
declare. And foralmuch as the Earl of 
Nuutingdon and the Earl of Peterborow, 
Who were able to depole to the matters 
aforefaid, had uot been examined at the 
Council-board, but had brought their fe- 
veral depofitions in writing, which they 
cclivered into court, the (id Lord Chan- 
cellor, after the faid Earls were (everally 
{worn, ordered their depofitions to be o- 
penly read in thefe words following. 

‘* Upon Trinity Sunday, roth June 
1688, I went to St Jamnes’s houfe about 
clock in the morning, and followed 
my Lord Chancellor through the lodgings 
to the creiling-room next to the Queen’s 
bedchamber, where divers Lords of the 
Council were met upon occafion of the 
Queen's being in labour. The King came 
fevers) times into the room; and amonpit 
other things was pleafed to tell us, that 
the Queen came exaétly according to her 
firit reckoning, which was from the King’s 
return from his progrefs to Bath in Sep- 
tember 1685. After this the Counfellors 
were ordered to come into the bedcham- 
ber, and I ftood on that fide of the bed 
thet bad the curtains drawn open. I 


heard her Majeity cry out feveral times. 
I ftaid in the room during the birth of the 
Prince of Wales. 1 faw him carried into 
the little bedchamber ; whither the King, 
the Lords, and myelin particular, did 
follow him, Huntingdon.” 


*¢ T had the honour to be in the King’s 
chamber in the morning, when word wa$ 
brought him, the Queen was not well 5 
and followed him into the drefling-roonr 
next her Majetty’s bedchamber ; where I 
ftaid till his Majetty called me to come 
in, which was about the beginning of her 
pains. I confefs the compation I had 
for her Majefty, hearing her cries, made 
my ftay there very unealy. One of the 
lait efpecially feemed to me fo fharp, as 
it really forced me for a little time to 
{top my ears with my fingers to avoid 
hearing more of the like; when, fetting 
them at liberty, I heard no more, but 
perceived a fudden fatisfa@ion in the fa- 
ces of the affiftants, feveral faying, that 
the Queen was delivered; and toon 
thereupon I faw the Prince brought trom 
about the bed, and carried into the little 
bedchamber; whither went afterwards, 
to behold him more particularly, where 
I faw him as a child newly born, 

* Peterborow.” 


After which the faid Earle did feveral- 
ly, upon their oaths, affirm their depo- 
fitions to be true as they had been read, 
and that they were prefent in council, 
and heard his Majetty and her Majetty 
the Queen-dowager make the feveral de- 
clarations aforefaid, and that the fame 
were entered in the council-book, as 
they did believe, according to the etfect 
true fenfe and meaning of what their Ma- 
jetties declared in council. Whereupon 
his Majeliv’s Attorney-General moved 
the court, That the faid declarations of 
his Majeity, and of her Majefly the 
Queen-dowaper, and the feveral depo- 
fitions, and the order of council, fhould 
be ivrolled in the Petty-Bag office, and 
in the office of Inrol!ments in the court 
of Chancery, for the fate prefervation 
aud cuftedy of them. Which the Lord 
Chancellor ordered accoidingly.
